Handicrafts In The West 


”“ 
“Fresh from the Gardens 
Shortiy after the conclusion of the World’s Grain Show held at Regina 


last summer the question arose as to the uses to which the big quarter of 
a million dollar Grain Show building could be devoted, not only in connec- 
tion with the annual provincial exhibition but throughout the year. Many 
suggestions were advanced, but few had any relation to the subject of the 
use to be made of the building in connection with the annual Provincial 
Exhibition, possibly because of the size of the structure, the great extent 
of floor space, ana the difficulty in these recent years of finding necessary 
funds to promote any large development. 


The writer now proposes to advance an idea for the consideration not 
only of the Regina Provincial Exhibition Board, but of people throughout 
the three prairie provinces. This idea is advanced because it is somewhat 
in keeping with the international character of the project for which the 
building was originally constructed; because it presents an opportunity to 
encourage and develop one aspect of our western life we are in danger 
of neglecting; and because it appears to be a feasible undertaking at the 
present time, and, in fact, may even provide a small source of income to 
many people who are in dire nesd of every cent they can earn. 


The suggestion we advance is that this building erected to house grain 
and other exhibits of the nations of the world, or at least a portion of it, 
should continue to be utilized each year for the display of the handicrafts 
of the people of the many nations who constitute such a large proportion 
of the population of Western Canadian provinces. In other words, that the 
various racial and national groups throughout the West be invited, en- 
couraged, even urged, to™xgvive their home handicrafts on a larger scale 
than. before and to exhibit the same, the understanding being that the ex- 


hibitors have the right to sell the goods they have placed on exhibit if they 
80 desire. 


What, we ask, could provide a more colorful, interesting and instructive 
exhibition than a continuous series of booths each devoted to the handi- 
crafts of different national groups, presided over by men and women of 
each particular group, dressed in their national costumes? 


Some years ago the C.P.R. sponsored the holding of exhibitions of handi- 
crafts throughout Canada, and these were attended by thousands of inter- 
ested visitors. In conjunction with such exhibitions, festivals and concerts 
featuring the music of different countries were held. Recently, at Regina, 
a highly successful folk festival and dance was held in which hundreds of 
citizens of non-English speaking nationalities participated, each providing 
their own orchestra or band. 


The people of every nationality have some worthwhile contribution 
they can make to the upbuilding of this Canadian nation. These people 
have chosen Canada, yes, Western Canada, as their home; they are bringing 
their children up to be Canadians. They have a wealth of tradition arising 
out of the past histories of their native lands, of music, poetry, literature, 
and a bewildering array of handicrafts to contribute that will add richness 
to this young nation now in the making. They should be encouraged to 
make this contribution. It should be impressed upon them that they are 
welcome in Canada; that so far from asking or expecting them to forget 
their old homelands and the customs and traditions and handicrafts of their 
native countries, we want them to add these as a contribution to the greater 
beauty and strength of Canada. 


Why not, therefore, utilize at least a portion of the fine World’s Grain 
Show building to develop a little annual international exhibition put on by 
the people of many lands now resident in our midst on these Western plains? 
Let us have the flags of all nations waving again over booths filled with 
the arts and handicrafts of Germany, Poland, Norway, Sweden, Iceland, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Italy, Jugo-Slavia, Czecho-Slovakia, Roumania, Ukraine, 
Greece, Russia, Austria, Hungary. Let us include China and Japan, who 
have representatives in our midst. And the Irish, the Scotch, the Welsh 


should join their contributions with the English, and the French-Canadians 
to round out the whole. 


At the World’s Grain Show last summer there were a few of these 
handicraft exhibits, and they were most interesting although rather over- 
shadowed by the magnitude of the show in other respects. But with one 
wing of the big building arranged in attractively decorated national 
beoths, with exhibits of the arts and handicrafts of each nation on display, 
with national flags and national costumes,—and all of which could be pro- 
vided by and through people now resident in the prairie provinces,—a use 
can be made of the Grain Show building which will return a dividend to 
Canada, not in cash perhaps, but in nation building. At the same time 
activity in national arts and handicrafts will be encouraged, these arts and 
skill in workmanship will not be lost, and, im fact, a valuable and growing 


domestic market developed for hand-made products from many a humble 
and needy home.

He was not even greatly con- 
cerned that civilians should be train- 
ed in the use of gas masks. When I 
reminded him that in the matter of 
aeroplane squadrons we came very 
low down in the list of the seven big 
powers, his contention was that it 
was not aeroplanes that counted, but 
the efficiency of the pilots. Aero- 
planes could be turned out at the rate 
of hundreds a month if necessary. 

“Where do we stand,” I asked, “in 
the matter of efficiency?” ‘Measured 
by this room,” he said, “we are right 
up to the ceiling. And the Power 
that comes next is America. Her 
position would be just about two- 
thirds up the wall.”—London Cor., 
Ottawa Journal. 


Swedish Sea Serpent 


Sea Monster Disporting In Lake For 
Thirty Years Or More 

The sea monster disporting in the 
waters off British Columbia is not 
the only one of its species, numer- 
ous people in the province of Jent- 
land, in northern Sweden, insist.

Forest fire losses in British Colum- 
bia during the 1933 season totalled 
$406,758, the smallest in two decades. 
In 1925 forest fires caused the great- 
est damage in the history of the 
province, when $2,747,000 worth of 
timber and other property went up 
in smoke. sé 

Most of the fires of major calibre 
during the 1933 season occurred in 
southern British Columbia. Complcte 
records released by the forestry de- 
partment show 1,082 fires and light- 
ning was responsible for approxi- 
mately 25 per cent.

Details of a $51,500,000 project 
just started in Russia for the study 
of the human body, ill and healthy, 
and from every. angle, including 
eugenics and heredity, were made 
public by a two-man commission 
which has been studying American 
hospitals and medical centres. since 
last November.

A factory has been manufacturing 
bank-note paper ever since 1700 in 
Hampshire, England, and the only 
other place in the United Kingdom 
licensed to make such paper is in 
Aberdeen, Scotland, 

Mr. Dalgarno said the quality of 
bank-note paper is established by the 
number of times it can be folded and 
a company is obliged to guarantee 
its paper for so'many thousand folds 
according to the quality of paper re- 
quired. The firm which Mr, Dalgarno 
represents also manufactures special 
cheque forms which are proof 
against the tamperings of the forger. 

The paper which is used contains 
a secret chemical which sets up a 
reaction against any altering of fig- 
ures or letters engraved on the 
cheque. With this special process 
and its chemical reaction any bank 
clerk can detect immediately if a 
cheque has been changed or forged.

Strange Story From Desert 


Captive Legionairies Have Been 
Slaves Of Arabs For Years 

The members of a colony of cap- 
tive legionaries who, forgotten by the 
world, have for many years labored 
under Arabs in the burning heat of 
the desert, are now beginning to find 
their way back to civilization. The 
first intimation of the existence of 
such a colony came when an ex- 
legionary named Lopez Posito, who 
had been regarded as dead for many 
years, three months ago staggered 
into the Spanish garrison of Villa 
Cisneros, in South-West Morocco, 
completely exhausted. The Spaniard 
told a strange tale of a band of 
legionaries of all nationalities held 
captive and held under conditions of 
virtual slavery for Arab taskmasters. 
A Jew named Aaron Cohen later 
arrived in the French zone with a 
similar story. Thereafter a Spanish 
commission took up the matter and 
after negotiations aided by friendly 
Saharan sheiks, the first party of ex- 
legionaries arrived at Cap Juby, near 
Villa Cisneros.

Value Of Exports In 1938 Over Mil- 
lion Dollars Higher 

An increase of more than $1,000,- 
000 in Canadian exports to Japan 
during the past year was one of the 
bright spots of Canada’s foreign 
trade in 1933, says a trade review of 
the department of trade and com- 
merce. Exports increased from $11,- 
995,887 in 1932 to $18,001,704 in 1933. 

Exports of wheat flour to Japan 
increased in value from $383,683 to 
$609,367; wood pulp shipments in- 
creased in value from $884,332 to 
$1,444,284 and scrap iron from $18,- 
069 to $390,653. On the other hand, 
however, marked decreases were 
shown in the value of exports of 
wheat and lumber.

Neon was discovered in 1904 by 
Sir William Ramsay, an English 
chemist, but it was not used exten- 


the last decade. It is obtained from 
the air, where it is found in small 
amounts, namely in the ratio of 
twelve parts of neon to one million 
parts of air. Its chief uses ate for 
illumination and for testing spark 
plugs in gas engines. 


Neon signs consist of glass tubes 
containing small quantities of the 
gas. An electric current is passed 
through the tube, causing .the neon 
to become illuminated. The glow 
produced by neon ig found to pene- 
trate fog much more clearly than 
ordinary white light, and hence it is 
used extensively in England to guide 
traffic during fogs. At the Lympne 
aerodrome in England, on the Lon- 
don-Paris air route, there are huge 
beacons made by passing neon 
through glass tubes twenty feet long, 
and producing an illumination of six 
thousand candle-power. 

In testing spark plugs of gas en- 
gines, tubes containing neon = are 
used, a brilliant pink-orange glow 
showing when the spark plugs are in 
order. 

Neon is known as an “inert” gas 
because it belongs to a family of ele- 
ments which have neither color nor 


odor, and: do not combine with any | 


other elemeyts. Helium, used exten- 
sively for inflating balloons and dirig- 
ibles is another member of this fam- 
ily. Argon, used commercially for 
filling the best types of light bulbs 
is another inert gas. Less well- 
known members of the same family 
are krypton and xenon.

Infants are the largest consumers, 
as the specialists in child hygiene 
think that approximately a quart a 
day is required for the well-being of 
those tender years.

| Pharisees regarded, with greater ab- 
hcrrence a man who transgressed the 
traditions of the elders than a man 
of immoral life. Pharisees were also 
uninvited guests at the feast. It was 
customary for uninvited guests to 
present themselves at feasts ag on- 
lookers and even to engage in con- 
versation with the guests. These 
Pharisees at once found fault with 
Jesus, complaining to the disciples 
that their Master ate with publicans 
and sinners. Jesus answered for the 
disciples: ‘‘They that are whole have 
no need of a physician, but they that 
are sick.” The force of this argu- 
ment is, of course, that as a physi- 
cian labors among the sick, so the 
Physicians of Souls must labor 
among sinners. The Pharisees knew 
the words of their Scriptures, but 
their failure to apply them showed 
that they did not know their true 
meaning, and Jesus~rebuked them, 
saying, “Go ye and learn what this 
meaneth, I desire mercy and not sac- 
rifice’—a quotation from Hosea 6:6. 
The Pharisees were particular not to 
eat with publicans and sinners lest 
they break one of their ceremonial 
laws, but they would not show them 
a kindness: they cared for sacrifice, 
the externals of their religion, and 
not for mercy, the religious spirit. 
“For I came not to call the right- 
eous’—and the Pharisees deemed 
themselves righteous-——‘“but sinners.”

CONTROL UNDER 
QUOTA SYSTEM 


Ottawa.—An individual quota sys- 
tem for western farmers to control 
wheat production under the world 
agreement, was propored in the 
house of commons by Ernest E. Per- 
ley, Cons., Qu’Appelle, Sask. Farm- 
ers would be licensed to sell grain so 
Canada’s 200,000,000-bushel world 
export quota would not be exceeded 
and compulsory acreage reduction 
would not become necessary. 

The Saskatchewsn tnember made 
his proposal when continuing the 
address debate. [t would involve co- 
operation from the provinces, in fact 
they would assume administrative 
control. The first step would be to 
add domestic wheat requirements to 
the export total and divide this by 
the number of acres to be seeded in 
the west this spring. This would give 
the estimated bushelage per acre to 
be reduced, probably about 15 on an 
acreage of 21,000,000. The figure 15 
forms the basis of the scheme. 

Individual farmers then would be 
issued permits, based on sworn state- 
ments as to acreage. 

If, for intance, a farmer seeded 
100 acres and the expected produc- 
tion was 15 bushels, his permit would 
enable him to sell 1,500 bushels. If 
his crop exceeded that total, he 
could purchase the permit of an- 
other farmer whose crop did not 
come up to average. If, for instance, 
the western total crop exceeded the 
export total of 200,000,000’ bushels 
and the average domestic require- 
ment of 125,000,000 bushels, the sur- 
plus above the licensed sales would 
remain on the farms and would not 
depress exchange prices.

ALBERTA WILL

Edmonton, Alta, — Extension of 
public utilities board powers to vari- 
ous products to stabilize prices and 
avoid unfair competition, was an- 
nounced in the speech from the 
throne, read by Hon. W. L. Walsh, 
lieutenant-governor of Alberta, at 
the-.opening of the legislature.

Some Change From Existing Order 
Might Stabilize Currency 

At the present time there is out- 
standing something like $173,000,000 
of Dominion notes, against which 
gold held by the government amounts 
to about $70,000,000, or about 40 per 
cent. The delegates to the World 
Economic Conference held that a 
gold reserve of 25 per cent, against 
these notes should be sufficient. On 
that basis, therefore, the gold re- 
serve held by Canada should permit 
of an issue of $278,000,000 of Domin- 
ion notes, or approximately $100,000,- 
000 of notes in excess of the exist- 
ing issue. 

Taere are those who believe—and 
the prime minister appears to be of 
them—that this possible $100,000,000 
of extra notes should be issued. It 
is argued by some that instead of 
issuing and selling bonds to the pub- 
lic to take care of current govern- 
ment indebtedness, the government 
ought to pay these debts with this 
$100,000,000 of new currency. Others 
think it should be used to finance a 
program of public works. In either 
event, the money would be good 
money. And it wouldn't be inflation. 

It may be just as well that we | 
get some of these things in our 
minds. No one wants inflation. Only 
@ lunatic would want uncontrolled in- 
flation. But we ought not to hold 
the idea that any change whatso- 
ever from the existing order must 
mean inflation; and we certainly 
ought not to be terrified by the mere 
word “inflation.” The actual fact is 
that some of the most conservative 
of money men hope that in doing 
what he is doing President Roose- 
velt is laying the foundation upon 
which Britain, the United States and 
Canada may stabilize their cur- 
rencies, and stabilize them with a 
gold content and upon a gold stand-

First Microscope 
Simple 


Crode Magnifiers Were Used By 
Ancient Gem Cutters 

Some sort of magnifier must have 
been in use from very early times, 
for it does not seem possible that 
the ancient gem cutters could have 
accomplished their work without 
some aid. Possibly it consisted of a 
glass globe filled with water, for Sen- 
eca wrote in A.D. 63: “Letters how- 
ever small and dim, are comparative- 
ly large and distinct when scen 
through a glass globe filled with 
water.” 

It is probable, too, that lenses of 
glass were also used, though the first 
mention of spectacles in which con- 
vex glasses were employed is made by 
Bernard de-Gordon about 1307. 

The first microscopes were very 
simple in construction, consisting of 
short tubes of any material that 
would not admit the light, with a 
lens at one end and a glass plate was 
the other. On the glass plate was 
laid the object to be examined. Des- 
cartes invented such a simple m‘cro- 
scope in which the rays of light were 
reflected on the object by means of 
a concave mirror. 

The highest development of the 
simple microscope was reached in the 
employment of lenses of very short 
focus. Robert Hook, Curator of the 
Royal Society when it was first 
formed in 1662, made these lenses by 
fusing a thread of glass until it 
formed a tiny ball, the ball was then 
snapped off, stuck into wax and the 
remains of the stalk ground away. 
The tiny balls were then fixed with 
wax into a pin hole made in a metal 
plate. f 

Far better lenses than these, how- 
ever, were made by Anthony van 
Leeuwenhoek, the father of micro- 
scopy. This old Dutch investigator 
spent a long life in perfecting his 
microscope and making observaticns 
with it. His instrument reached 
such a degree of perfection that he 
was able to see with ease the min- 
ute creatures existing in the waters 
of ponds, and even caught a glimpse 
of the still more minute bacteria. 

The idea of combining two lenses in 
a@ microscope or a telescope, one con- 
cave and the other convex, has been 
attributed to several different in- 
ventors, but it is usually accepted 
that the discoyery was accidentally 
made by a Dutch boy named Zachar- 
ias, who worked in the shop of his 
father, a spectacle maker. The great 
Italian scientist Galileo became ac- 
quainted with the principles of Z=ch- 
arias’ instrument and immediately 
set to work to produce one for him-
